Single Purpose Dams 

The nation is gradually learning, at a heavy 
cost in lives, land values, and tax dollars, that the 
solution to the flood control problem does not lie in 
so-called multi-purpose dams which must be Iccpt 
nearly full of water in order' to. generate electric 
power — and so are next to useless as reservoirs in an 
emergency, | 

Some parts of the country learned this long ago. 
The Miami Valley Conservancy District in Ohio is 
one of the finest examples, The region had long been 
plagued with periodic floods, and that of 1913 was i 
among the worst ever experienced in the United 
States. The conservation work started then, and by 
1922 the District completed a series of five single ' 
purpose dams — and that purpose was to control and 
confine flood waters. The dams were paid for by a 
bond issue, and not a nickel was contributed by the 
government. The lost of the bonds will be retired at 
the end of 1948, the funds for liquidation having been 
raised by a property tax. 

There has not been a single damaging flood 
in the valley since 1922. The basins created by the 
dams can hold a volume of water 40 per cent larger 
than that which did terrible destruction in 1913. And 
it is estimated that their benefits, measured in pro- 
perty values alone, have been more than twice their 
cost. • 

The whole story behind the undertaking Is 
found on plaques placed at each of the dams: "The 
Dams of the Miami Conservancy District Are for 
Flood Prevention Purposes. Their Use for Power De- 
velopment or for Storage Would Be a Menace to the 
Cities Below." ^Vhat is true in that area is true every- 
where. It is a cruel delusion to attempt to make the 
people believe that flood control dams and power 
dams arc one and the same thing.

Oil Progess Day 

On the 14th of October, "Oil Progress Day" will 
be observed throughout the country. It will mark a 
simultaneous activity by the oil companies of the 
nation, large and small, to further inform the public 
about thL> industry's achievements. Local oil men will 
carry the brunt of the work. Authoritative speakers 
will be available, many plants will be open for public 
inspection, in some places essay contests will be held 
for school children, and so on. 

It is to be hoped that the day attains its ob- 
jective. For, of all the great industries of America, 
none has a finer record of essential service than oil. 
It lay at the very heart of the Allied war effort, and 
our enormous superiority in the quantity and quality 
of oils available was a major factor in speeding the 
victory. 

After the war, the industry naturally expected 
that tliere would be a breathing spell— a period of 
substantially lowered demand. But the opposite hap- 
pened. Demand not only held up, but has actuallj* o-x- 
ceeded the vast level of war-time. The industry re- 
sponded to this by putting into effect an expansion 
program, affecting every phase of production, refining 



and distribution, which prevented serious shortages 
and brought us our oil with a minimum of delays and 
dislocations. 

In addition, American oil companies are the 
leaders in developing, under International agree- 
ments, foreign oil resources. The most dramatic ex- 
ample of this is the Middle East, where the greatest 
untapped reserves in the world arc located. 

Oil Progress Day will symbolize an achieve- 
ment which has a tremendous bearing on American 
industrial power — and on the strength of the entire 
Western World.

The Job Ahead of the Coal Industry 

The soft coal industry must extend the use of 
machinery wherever physical ond economiq condi- 
tions offer opportimitics for doing so, in order that it 
may continue to pay high wages to the miners arid 
mantain its solvency In a competitive economy. That 
is the gist of a detailed study made by Donald R, G, 
Cowan, Consulting Economist of the National Coal 
Association. 

The extremely heavy demand for coal during 
and after the war has obscured a problem which is 
reaching serious proportions. The cost of operating 
coal mines are high and may go higher — and coal's 
physical plant, according to Mr, Cowan, is half worn 
out. During the war it achieved record output by 
making full use of all old equipment, and by strip 
mining. Very little new machinery was available, 
and even repair parts were scarce. Since the war, a 
substantial amount of new equipment has been in- 
stalled, but a great deal is needed. 

It is Mr. Cowan's point that by mechanization 
"labor costs may be reduced far below present levels, 
markets may be enlarged by attractive prices and 
larger profits may be earned." It Is obvious that labor 
costs cannot be reduced by cutting wages. That, along 
with the other necessary objectives, can only be 
achieved by methods of mining which are more ef- 
ficient and productive. 

Coal is one of the basic Industries on which 
we depend for a healthy economy, and its welfare is 
of direct or indirect significance to us all. The points 
brought up by Mr. Cowan indicate the difficult job 
that lies ahead of it.

I A practical use for this finding 
was discovered by Dr. S. Z. Levlhe } 
of Cornell university medical center.'! 
Premature babies, ted on cows* I 
^mllk, developed symptoms of 
scurvy. The cow's milk has more 
of the tyrosine than mother's milk. 

The larger amounts of the tyro- 
line meant more vitamin C was 
needed than the babies received In 
their, diet. Dr. Levine gave the pre- 
mature babies more vitamin C, and 
they then could take the cows' milk 
without fear of scurvy. 

Otlier DUcoTcrlcs 

Other discoveries followed quickly. 
At New York university, Miss Ella 
Fishberg found that in a certain, 
fairly rare disease, something is In 
the blood which decreases the nor- 
mal oxygcn<carrying capacity of the 
blood. This something proved to be 
one of the broken links again* from 
Insufficlcnctty-used tyrosine. When 
victims of the disease received more 
vitamin C" the condition was reme- 
died. 

Some children with rheumatic 
fever were also found to' excrete 
this same. substance from tyrosine 
because of a lack of vitamin C. The 
disease may increase the need for 
vitamin C, Dr. Sealock said. This 
discovery may supply a clew to one 
of the factors in rheumatic fever. 

The tyrosinc-vitamin C relation- 
ship also is suspected of some pos- 
sible Influence in high blood pres-' 
sure. There is evidence that other 
products from the tyrosine have 
some tendency to boost blood pres- 
sure. 

Lack of vitamin C in such a case 
might be a predisposing influence 
to increased blood pressure. With 
greater intake of the vitamin the 
undesirable substance is no longer 
present. This question still is being 
studied, Dr. Sealock said.

CHICAGO.— Suburban and rural 
building sites are preferred four to 
one over city lots by home builders 
today, according to a poU taken at 
the National Association of Home 
Builders exposition. 

The opinion survey showed that 
most prospective builders are se- 
lecting individual lots away from the 
congestion of cities. ' 

Construction mm polled stated 
also that 73 per cent of the" prospec- 
tive builders wanted central heat- 
ing plants and virtually all de- 
manded automatic controls. 

Opinion was evenly /divided on 
Uie question of whether the ordinary 
type of thermostatic control provides 
complete comfort. Some builders 
jrainted out that clock thermostats, 
which effect economy through night 
shut-down of heating plants, are 
more popular because of anticipated 
futl shortages, ' 



EAST LANSING, MICH. — Blos- 
soms on a fruit tree do not mean the 
tree will bear friiit, horticulturists at 
Michigan state college pointed out. 
Those blossoms must be fertilized 
and that requires, careful planning 
by the grower. 

To get any fruit, pollen must be 
transtcred from one blossom to an- 
other. This Is usually done by bees 
and flying insects, but if the weather 
is cool and windy, the bees will not 
fly. Therefore, a number of orch- 
ardlsts, in cooperation with Michi- 
gan state college, have been trying 
artificial pollination. They collect 
the pollen, ripen it and apply it to 
the blossoms either by hand, duster 
or airplane. 

But the grower must be sure that 
the right pollen is available. Some 
varieties of fruit, which are called 
self-sterile, can be fertilized only 
with the pollen of a different variety.' 
In general, this is true of apples, 
pears, >sweet cherries and plums. 

To overcome this difficulty, the 
grower may set out his orchard with 
varieties that will cross-pollinate 
each , other, ^ It this is not possible, 
he may graft Individual branches 
on certain trees in the orchard or 
he', may set pails of blossoms 
throughout the orchard. It also helps 
if he provides strong colonies of 
bees to transfer pollen. 

A' final" consideration, say the hor- 
ticulturists, is whether the varieties 
are compatible. For example, Cort-' 
land and early Mcintosh Qpples do 
not work well 'together. Neither do 
Bartlett and Seckel pears. Time is 
another, factor in compatibility, for 
the varieties chosen mu%t have over- 
lapping blooming periods it pollini- 
zation is to occur.

WASHINGTON.— Americans, urod 
to thinking they are eternally blessed 
with natural resources, are having 
to ft|ce a new fact: 

The country Is running low on 
some of the matcriols It needs mo<!t. 

Secretary of the Interior Julius A, 
Krug has issued another warning in 
his annual report. And the mutt ur 
of iron bobbed up in congress during 
debate on the St. Lawrence scawny. 

Iron means steel, and steel is 
basic in our complex industrial life. 

It's the substance that goes tnio 
our bridges, skyscrapers, houses, 
automobiles, ' tractors, ships and 
troins. 

' All Krug said about iron ore was 
this: 

: "Supplies of high-grade Iron ore 
are limited." . ' 

He didn't say how limitedt But 
others have. 

Summarizing the views of industry 
and government experts, .the com- 
merce department says our best' re 
serves, around Lake Superior, may 
run out in 20 years. . 

That region produces 80 per cent 
of all the iron ore mined annually 
'in ' this country. And half the na- 
tion's output comes from one place- 
a great, yawning ' pit called the 
Mesabi range in Minnesota. 

Use Steam Shovels 

Since 1892, Americans have been 
taking iron ore out of the Mesabi 
pits with steam shovels. Its ' been 
almost like taking sand off a beach. 

The shovels Just strip off a thin 
earthen cover and scoop the ore Into 
railroad cars. •The ore moves 
straight to big doclta for dumping 
into specially designed boats. Tlien 
it goes to the mills at cheap water 
rates. 

This simple process has been a 
key factor in America's develop- 
ment of ■ cheap mass-production 
items. And the Mesabi ore beat 
Germany and Japan ^ 

But while the war was still on, a 
steel mah'sald: 

'"This is the last. world war that 
wiU.be fought off the^esabi." 

Prom 1940 to 1945, the industry 

drew on Mesabi ore at three times 

the rate of the I930'8. Now that 

peace has come, the withdrawals 

'aren't, much lighter. 

Bate Doesn't Decrease 
^ Last year. 77 million tons were 
-mined around Lake Superior, com- 
pared witli 79. millions tons in 1944. 
I It's too ■ early to say much, ■ but 
the "specialists seem agreed that 
getting Iron ore from taconite means 
huge investments in plant, man- 
power, water and power. 

Foreign ores are the alternative. 

Tiie two sources most talked about 
are Labrador and Bra2dl. Both 
have enough iron ore of good grade 
to keep America's steel plants going 
for many decades. 

But hi both countries the ore is 
more than 300 miles from the sea 
in a wilderness. Industry would 
have to start from scratch, at huge 
cost. 

During the St. Lawrence debate, 
backers of the bill said this: If we 
had the- seaway, Labrador ores 
might move to lake steel plants at 
reasonable cost. Otherwise, foreign 
ores might cause' a wrenching, shift 
of industry from the Great L^es to 
the' Atlantic coast. 

On the other side, it was argued 
that the- St. Lawrence project might 
delay the taconite development. 

There, is no easy answer.

"Our earth," they say, "Is dcll- 

■cately balanced between the too hot 
and the too cold, the too dry and 
too wet, for life of the Iclnd we 
know." 

If something ahould happen to up- 
sat the existing conditions most of 
the higher life on earth would come 
to an end, they add. 

The astronomers point out that 
other suns have suddenly burst into 
greatly intensified heat, and they 
assert It is not impossible that the 
earth's sun might also do it some 

day. ■ , 

They also see no reason for ruling 
out the possibility of another Ice 
Age caused by a great volcanic erup- 
tion, because In the history of the 
world It has happened five times. 

They also show how the moon 
-might cause great tidal waves to 
sweep the continents from shore to 
shore for hundreds of years— with 
the gravitational pull of the moon 
opening up gaping rifts in the earth's 
crust, followed by gigantic explo- 
sions as the sea Invades the pools 
of molten lava. 

The astronomers hope most of the 
possibilities for an end of the world 
are remote. But they Insist that It 
Is possible at any moment for a 
body as large as the earth or larger 
to hurtle through space and shatter 
our planet to bits.

V.A. Will Furnish Radiant 
Heating for Psychiatrics 

WASHINGTON. — Invisible heat 
rays will be used to give comfort for 
the first time, to patients in the 
psychiatric wards of veterans' hos- 
pitals under the present Veterans 
administration multi-million dollar 
expansion program. 

Using radiant panel heating, a 
system that is new to America al- 
though it was used by the Romans 
in Caesar's time, the psychiatric 
rooms will be free of all standing 
radiators or other heating equip- 
ment, according to Bern C. Benson, 
of Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator 
company. 

"Special automatic controls will 
make it possible to regulate the heat 
for optimum comfort and welfare 
of the patients, regardless of out- 
side conditions," said Benson. "Ra- 
diant heating also will help to 
eliminate drafty walls and floors 
and will make it much easier to 
keep rooms clean." 

Hermit Hoards 800 Pounds 
Of Stcmps in His House 

PITTSBURGH. — Eight hundred 
pounds of stamps were carted from 
the four-room death trap home of a 
74-year-old hermit. 

Gustave Pfeiffer had the stamps 
piled almost to the ceiling along 
with all kinds of debris. He was 
taken from the house and is now 
in a county home. 

The vaule of Pfeifer's collection 
has not been determined yet, but 
Fred Ott, stamp expert who is han- 
dling the sale, said the collection is 
the "heaviest single acquisition" to 
be placed on the market to his 
knowledge. 

Since there are approximately 
3,000 stamps in a pound, Pfeiffer's 
collection produced the almost un- 
believable total of more than two 
million stamps. Stamp experts 
hoped that when the collection has 
been sorted and arranged, a $25,000 
"master collection" might be found.
